Runs Big Corner. 
Phillips traded in an unobtrusive way 
until November, 1900, when he attracted 
the attention of the whole country by 


corn, which he sold at a profit of $187,000. 
While the grain world was still gasping. 
Phillips stepped out the following -.ay, 
purchased 14,500,000 bushels of corn and 
cleaned up an even million. 

But the farmers profited as well as 
Phillips. It was through the financial 
cacking of old friends at Morris and the 
cooperation of the farmers that he was 
able to conduct his successful operations. 
They shared in his profits, but when the 
erash came they were unwilling to share 
his losses and Phillips stood the 
lone. 

Depended on the Farmers. 

“I wouldn't give a penny for all the. 
government crop reports and figures you 
ean dig up,” Phillips once said. “I get 
my information from the farmers them- 
selves.” 

Phillips paid the profits to his eus- 
tomers and found himself burdened with 
the expense of conducting a large com- 
mission business with an enormous staff 
of clerks. He was compelled to close 
aown his business to find out just where 
he stood. In order that his customers 
might not suffer he paid out over $100,000 
of his own money and assumed other lia- 
bilities. 

He closed his office on Aug. 1, 1901, but 
on Sept. 25 was again doing business in 
his own name. He had gained the sgo- 
briquet of the farmers’ friend and 
the growers rallied to his support.

The United States does issue rifies and 
ammunition free to crganized rifle clubs 
affiliated with the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation of America. During the first 
quarter of 1916, 316 rifies and 1,438,974 
ball cartridges were issued by the ord- 
nance department of the army to various 
clubs. The rifles are the Krag, model 
1908. Ten or more citizens of the United 
States in any twon or country near which 
or in which a rifle range could be con- 
structed are authorised to organize a 
civilian rifle club and affiliate with the 
National Rifle Assvciation of America. 
Blanks for all purposes, with complete 
information, can be obtained from Ma]. 
Fred H. Phillips Jr., assistant recorder 
national board for promotion of rifle 
practice, and secretary National Rifle 
Association of America, Washington, D. 
C. The National Rifle association is 
formed for the purpose of encouraging 
marksmanship throughout the United 
States, to encourage legislation looking 
to this end, and to create a public senti- 
ment in favor of rifle practice as a means 
towards national defense.

THE GERMAN CAMPAIGN AGAINST 
ENGLAND'S FOOD SUPPLY. 
fy Mae {From the New York Sun.) : 

Mr. Robert P. Houston, member for Liverpool, 
was right when he declared in the house of com- 
mons on Wednesday that the Zeppelin problem 
was insignificant so far as England was con- 
cerned compared with the menace of submarine 
warfare. The time may come when Zeppelins 
operating in fleets and cafrying immense quanti- 
ties of explosives will be able to lay English cities 
in ruine and destroy great numbers of their in- 
habitants; but at present the damage the invad- 
ers do is negligible and the casualties inflicted 
are not very alarming. 

The renewed submarine warfare has already 
caused heavy losses in shipping and cargoes and 
unless checked it will seriously embarrass Great 
Britain in her conduct of the war. Every day 
several British and neutral ships are torpedoed, 
on some days as many as six. The attacks are 
not haphazard. They are made on information 
supplied in some mysterious way by the German 
intelligence department,. and when a ship is sunk 
it carries a valuable cargo down with it to the 
bottom. It may be war material, but generally 
it is gtain or other foodstuffs. Mr. Houston, who 
is a ship owner, said in the course of his speech: 

“Between one-third and one-half of the na- 
tion’s food supply is already coming on neutral 
ships. If Germany is persistent in sinking every 
verre) encountered she can frighten us. Already 
neutrals are shy about sending us cargoes.” 

No wonder, when a ship can pay for itself in 
one voyage, eo high are freight charges. Owners 
who have made handsome profits will prefer to 
lay up their ships until the allies have got the 
upper hand of the submerine again or owners 
will withdraw from the wur zone and seek char- 
ters elsewhere, in the South American or Asiatic 
trade, for instance. Mr. Houstoh reckons that 
since the war began 960 ocean going British mer- 
chant ships have been lost “from all causes.” It 
follows, therefore, that if neutrals should be 
frightened away from British home waters it 
would be impossible to find enough British ships 
to bring to port the foodstuffs required for daily 
consumption. 

In England no one now speaks flippantly of 
the German “blockade.” The evidence of its 
Success at the present time is writ too large. 
The proportion of neutral ships sunk is notice- 
able; on some days it is 50 per cent or more. No 
suspected neutral vessel is allowed to escape, and 
a dead set is made against the Scandinavians. . 
To spread panic among neutral shipping circles 
is clearly the purpose of the German admiralty. 

But the game has its hazards. A state of war 
with the Untied States would deprive Germany of 
her interned fieet. American ships must there- 
fore as rule be allowed to pass. Some of the 
Buropean neutrals if pushed too far might 2 
German ships tying in their ports, but this risk 
ig not formidable. There can be no doubt that 
Germany Gesires above all things to maintain 
pacific relations with the United States while the 
campaign to cut down Great Britain's food sup- 
ply to a minimum ie-being ruthlessly waged. It 
is plain to be seen that Germany is bullding 
great hopes upon the new warfare. As a means 
of demoralizing the British people it seems to be

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SPITTING OF BLOOD. 

HEN @ person spits blood K & 
very important that he know 
from where it comes. It may 
have come into his mouth from 
his nose. If there iea salty taste 

in the mouth, a slight tickling in the 
throat. and then the appearance of bright 
red blood or sputum streaked with blood 
the probability is that the color has come 
from the lung. ; 

In many cases the amount of blood & 
small, In some cases each cough brings 
up @ mouthful. When blood comes from 
the Jungs the probability ie that consump- 
tion is the cause. The aputum should be 
examined for tubercle bacilli. One ex- 
amination is not enough. It is not easy 
for the bactertologist to find bach ia 
bloody sputum. Probably tlie reason is 
that the sputum is so much diluted with 
brood that the number of bacilli ina drop 
of mixture is not large. Consumption can 
not be excluded until several examina- 
tions made after the blood has disap- 
peared from the sputum show no bacilli 
present. no other evidence of the disease 
is presem, or another cause for the hem- 
orrhage has been found. 

Some cases of consumption begin with 
hemorrhage from the lunge At least 
hemorrhage is the first symptom which 
makes the patient seek a physician. In 
other cases hemorrhage does not appear 
until cavities have formed. 

Not every case of hemorrhage from the 
lungs is due to consumption. Some wom- 
en cough up some blood occasionally at 
the time of menstruation. The history in 
those cases is as follows: A few hours of 
flushed face and uncomfortable fullness 
in the head is followed by nosebleed or 
spitting up of a little blood, whereupon 
the ble sensations disappear. In 
— cases the spitting of blood does no 

M. 

In some forms of heart disease blood 
vessels of the hungs are overfilled with 
blood. If the sputum is carefully exam- 
ined proof of minute hemorrhages can be 
Found moet any time. Every now and 
then there will be a frank hemorrhage, 
followed by spitting of blood. 

In old cases of gout with chronic bron- 
chitis there is a tendency to hemorrhage 
into.the lungs. Every now and then these 
cases spit blood. It is of no consequence. 

The important point is that one must 
make sure that these are not cases of con- 
sumption. 

What is to be done for spitting of blood? 
The patient must lie down flat. He must 
be quiet, both mentally and physically. 
If he has any way of judging from which 
side his hemorrhage is coming he should 
lie on that aide. Dating ice, partaking 
freely of iced drinks, are advised. An ice 
pack to the throat or over the lung does 
some good. As soon as the physician 
comes he will probably give a hypodermic 
to quiet the patient's alarm and to stop 
his cough. Alcohol, whisky, and aromat- 
ic spirits of ammonia should not be given. 
They do harm.

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CELEBRATION FOR SHAKES. 


PEARE. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

LONDON, April 5.—{Correspondence. ]— 
There will be widespread celebration of 
the Shakespeare tercentenary, notwith- 
standing that war has interfered with 
the more ambitious plans outlined by 
the committee two years ago. 

April 23 (equivalent to May 3 under the 
new style calendar) will be the central 
date in the celebration. On that day 300 
years ago the great dramatist died at 
Stratford-on-Avon. His exact birth date 
is more obscure, rut there is some ground 
for believing that he was also born on 
April 23, although the date may have 
been anywhere between April 22 and May 
4 of the year 15464. 

The netional tercentenary committee, 


queen, has arranged for Shakespeare 
rervices in practically all the churches 
of the kingdom on April 30, with the 
principal service in Westminster Abbey. 
On Monday, May 1, a meeting will be 
held in the Mansion House, with an ad- 
dress, it is hoped, by the prime minister, 
and other speeches by various notables 
celebrating the national memory of the 
poet. 

On May 2 there will be a gala perform- 
ance of Julius Cesar under royal patron- 
age at the Drury Lane theater, with all 
the geat English Shakespearean stars 
as actors. 

~ 

May 3 wil! be celebrated in the schools 
as Shakespeare day. On the same day 
Prof. John W. Mackail of Oxford will 
deliver the annual Shakespeare lecture 
at the British academy, and a national 
committee will meet to arrange for a 
permanent memorial of the occasion in 
behalf of the school children of the na- 
tion. On Friday, May 5, a pligrimage 
takes place to Stratford-on-Avon, where 
the chief aptors of the day will give a 
performance of scenes from Shake- 
spearean dramas at the Memorial theater. 

In London, a series of memorial lec- 
tures will be given by Sidney Lee at 
London university, beginning March 14, 
while a similar course will be given at 
Gresham college by Prof. Foster Wat- 
son. . 

The London Shakespeare league has ar- 
ranged for the unveiling of a memorial 
in Curtain road to mark the site of 
Shakespeare’s theater in Shoreditch. 
Under the same auspices there will be 
lectures on Shakespeare and a reading 
of Hamlet by Ben Greet. Mr. Greet is 
loo to be in charge of the presentation 
of twenty Shakespeare plays at popular 
prices in the old Victoria hall. 

The British Empire Shakespeare so- 
ciety will strike a commemorateive medal- 
ion likeness which will go to all parts 
of the world. ‘ 

Several of the London boroughs will 
have celebrations of their own. Hamp- 
stead, for @xample, will have a series of 
lectures and readings, under the chair- 
manship of the mayor. ,

ESCAPES FUGITIVE BALLOON. 
IBT ABBOOLATED PRESS.) 

PARIS, April 4.—-[Correspondence. 
One of the thrilling adventures of the 
Verdun fighting was the escape from cap- 
ture or death of a young lieutenant whose 
captive balloon was set adrift, when a 
shell severed the steel cable connecting 
him with the earth. Though already men- 
tioned in the cable dispatches, the.com- 
plete story from the Paris Journal is in- 

teresting: | 

“ Yesterday afternoon à report ran 
through the French lines that a sausage 
balloon was off.’ Thousands of anxious 
eyes were directed toward the little speck 
which grew fainter and fainter in the 
distance as the southerly wind wafted 
it toward the German positions. Four 
aeroplanes at once started in the vain 
hope of rendering assistance, but every 
one felt that the observer was doomed, 
Minutes passed. The balloon kept rising. 
Soldiers forgot to fire, the suspense wag so 
terrible. 

“ Then suddenly a tiny gray speck wag 
seen to part from the balloon, which shot 
up a thousand feet, but instead of falling 
to earth the speck seemed to be pulled up 
sharp in midair. At last, with the aid of 
glasses, observers saw that the speck 
was a human body suspended from a 
parachute. A mightly cheer rose as the 
truth was realized, but a full ten min- 
utes of suspense lasted as the parachute 
with its human freight slowly descended 
and finally landed close to the French 
Unes.“ 

The young lieutenant thus described 
his experience: “The first intimation 
that something had gone wrong was when 
I felt a slight shock. I thought the tele- 
phone cable had parted. All at once I 
became aware that the other balloons 
were growing smaller, and I grasped the 
fact that I was adrift. A glance at my 
barometer told me I was already 5,000 
feet up. I tried to pull the cord working 
the hydrogen automatic control, but it 
had become jammed and refused to work, 
I tried to climb to it, but failed,

“Then I feared I was lost. My frst 
thought was to destroy my papers, then 
I thought of blowing out my brains to 
avoid falling into the hands of the Ger.

The following is an extract from a pri- 
vate letter written by Mr. A. M. Day of 
Lake Forest after a visit of some weeks 
in Hawali. It isa significant footnote 20 
the sorry story of this country’s neglect 
of ite defenses: 

* Have just sighted the United States 
transport Thomas and will pass it in two 
or three hours. It left the day before, 
loaded with officers and men from the 
Philippines and is very slow. Like every- 
thing else connected with the army, it is 
second cut. It is pitiful to see the way 
our troops are neglected on Oahu. Officers 
and men lack all ordinary conveniences 
of life and exist as best they can—no 
wonder almost no men reéniist. They 
have had enough of the regard which the 
government shows for them. In many 
ways they are not as well cared for as they 
Japanese, Chinese, Filipinos, etc., that 
work on the plantations. And what an 
object lesson it is to all these foreigners 
to see the utter disregard which we show 
for the army, trained as they are to look 
up to their soldiers. When we need our 
army, a8 we shall some day, I presume 
they will do their best for us, but cer- 
tainly it will not be because we have done 
well for them. 

Pearl Harbor, our naval base, is a 
wonderful bay with much deep water 
and room for twelve of our largest ships 
to swing at anchor and to berth our entire 
navy. The department is slowly and n 
the most uneconomical manner prepar- 
ing shops, docks, cantonments, etc., for 
what can be made the greatest naval 
base im the world. But there is little 
system about it and progress is slow. On 
the grounds is thousands ot dollars’ 
worth of machinery rusting to destruc- 
tion because no shops have been built for 
it. The officers do the best they can, 
but the government gives them no change. 
Occasionally an investigating committee 
fromm congress comes over and inspects 
everything and reports. But apparently 
they see nothing and care less. 

“Some of the plans for the barracks 
came over with plans for the most elab- 
orate heating plants and no porches. The 
plants were left out, but no authority 
given to put up porches and the new 
buildings are going up that way. And this 
in a land where the thermometer never 
goes below 66 degrees and averages i5 
degrees, and everyone lives out of doors 
on porches. Some of the new plans fer 
officer@’ quarters have a living room 
12x14 and nota window. It Is incredible 
but I have all the facts or many of them. 

** Honolulu is a cosmopolitan city—Jap- 
anese are the largest element, Chinese 
next, Portuguese last. The little Japs 
are everywhere in evidence, quiet, hard- 
working, and inecrutable. They are well 
\ixed, but I saw no one who felt that he 
could get near them. They render good 
service, but are restiess and likely 0 
leave at any time, and while some show 
ome &ppreciation for kindness and good 
treatment, in general they are impassive, 
show no interest whatever, do their work, 
and maintain an impregna front. I 
was told of a gentleman who had a Jap 
butler of whom he was fond. Suddenly 
the Jap said he needed a vacation. The 
master was surprised and curious and 
took measures to Keep track-of him and 
so traced him to the embassy at Wash- 


ington. Another employer suspected his 


man and emamined hig trunks and found 
complete plans of every fort and défense 
on the island. Yet.the people say they 
do not fear any trouble from them afd 
believe they are not as a body desitows 


ot returning to Japan, but feel satisied 


here and appreciative of their opportun!- 
tles. Also they are split inte different 
factions and do not hold together.

President Wilson has ordered a respite 
of three months for Perey 6. Sullivan, 
convicted head of the Assureds Nationa!

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HOUSE IMMIGRATION BILL - 
REPORTED TO THE SENATE 


Measure Contains Literacy Test 
Clause and Has Been Amended to 
Meet Views of President Wilson. 


Washington, D. C., Apiri 17—The house 
immigration bill containing the hard 
fought literacy test, but with amend- 
ments which are said to meet President 
Wilson's objection to the section er- 
cluding political offenders, was reported 
to the senate today with recommendation 
for passage. 

The senate immigration committee 
comsiders the house provision exempt- 
ing persons who committed or ad- 
vocated purely political offenses, too 
broad and amended the section to ex- 
clude such if the dffense was a felony. 

The bill as now recommended would 
exclude all aliens over 16 years who can 
not read some including He- 
brew or Yiddish, but provides that any 
admissible allen may bring in ‘his father 
or grandfather, over 65 years old, his wife, 
his mother, grandmother, or hie wnmar- 
ried or widowed daughter. 

Exemption from the literacy test also 
would include those seeking to avoid re- 
ligious persecution.
